The  report  of  the  Secretary  was  read,  discussed, 
amended  and  adopted  as  the  report  of  the  Mission. 
With  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  it  is  here  given: 


SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


The  abounding  prosperity  which  prevails  all  over  our  land 
has  not  been  denied  this  city  during  the  past  year.  The 
Lawrence  City  Mission  therefore  presents  its  forty-seventh 
annual  report  with  enthusiastic  gratitude.  First  of  all  we 
“praise  God,  from  whom  all  blessings  flow,”  that  it  has 
pleased  Him  to  spare  the  city  from  disaster  by  fire,  storm 
and  pestilence,  and  to  bless  its  citizens  in  their  business  en¬ 
terprise  and  their  daily  toil;  and  then  we  thank  His  servants 
for  their  generous  support  of  the  many  agencies  by  which 
they  express  their  interest  in  the  welfare  of  those  who  suffer 
sickness,  ignorance  and  want. 

At  the  same  time  that  increase  of  wages  has  come  to  mul¬ 
titudes  of  this  city’s  wage  earners,  increase  of  resources  has 
been  provided  for  the  aged,  the  incurable,  the  sick  or  the 
wounded  and  the  illiterate.  In  July,  the  Nevins  Home  re¬ 
ceived  as  its  first  resident  an  old  lady  whose  friends  con¬ 
tributed  the  admission  fee  to  our  Secretary,  and  made  him 
their  happy  agent  in  introducing  her  to  that  attractive  refuge. 
When  the  Home  is  filled,  fifty  of  the  aged  and  incurable  of 
Methuen  and  Lawrence  will  be  sheltered  under  its  hospit¬ 
able  roof.  On  Prospect  Hill  the  General  Hospital  has  been 
enlarging  its  scope  and  equipment  so  as  to  give  better  hous¬ 
ing  to  nurses  and  servants,  and  in  separate  wards  to  minister 
to  maternity  cases  and  to  contagious  cases  of  various  kinds. 
On  the  first  of  January  the  old  High  School-house  was 
opened  as  a  school  for  illiterates,  and  at  first  accommodated 
250  children  who  had  to  leave  their  work  in  the  mills  under 
the  requirements  of  the  new  law  as  to  their  ability  to  read 
and  write  the  English  language.  The  promptness  and  ade¬ 
quacy  of  equipment  with  which  the  children’s  needs  were 
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met  enabled  most  of  those  who  were  affected  by  the  law  to 
meet  its  conditions  and  return  to  their  work  before  reaching 
the  age  of  sixteen  years,  and  it  keeps  its  doors  open  to  the 
illiterate  children  or  foreigners  between  14  and  16  years. 
Similar  alertness  to  respond  to  the  call  of  opportunity  has 
been  manifest  in  the  purchase  and  furnishing  of  an  ideal 
building  for  the  Young  Women’s  Christian  Association,  and 
in  the  organizing  of  a  movement  for  the  better  housing  of 
the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association. 

No  one  who  rejoices  in  these  greater  facilities  for  improv¬ 
ing  conditions  of  human  life  in  Lawrence  can  fail  to  be  glad 
also  because  of  corresponding  advance  over  a  wider  field  of 
observation.  With  other  workers  in  behalf  of  social  better¬ 
ment  we  record  our  satisfaction  in  the  progress  now  making 
by  national  and  state  governments  towards  securing  purer 
food,  milk,  water  and  medicine  for  all  the  people,  towards 
the  protecting  of  life  and  limb  in  all  public  buildings  and 
conveyances,  towards  the  control  and  eradication  of  con¬ 
sumption,  typhoid  fever,  yellow  fever  and  other  contagious 
diseases,  and  toward  the  release  of  little  children  from  the 
dwarfing  influence  of  precocious  work,  and  work  by  night, 
in  mines  and  factories.  The  privileges  which  the  humblest 
resident  and  the  most  recent  arrival  in  Lawrence  is  enjoying 
we  would  use  our  influence  in  extending  to  all  who  live  on 
American  soil  or  under  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

But  the  generous  givers  to  the  salary  and  relief  funds  of 
the  Lawrence  City  Mission  have  a  right  to  hear  something 
particular  about  the  way  their  agent  has  been  using  his  time 
and  the  money  entrusted  to  his  hands.  We  therefore  report 
in  detail  in  Appendix  A  the  number  of  calls  received  at  the 
office,  of  calls  made  by  the  Secretary  out  of  office  hours,  and 
of  articles  and  orders  of  various  kinds  distributed  by  him  in 
meeting  the  needs  of  applicants  for  aid.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  applications  for  relief  were  less  numerous  by  two  score 
than  during  the  previous  year,  1727  in  place  of  1772;  but  the 
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calls  made  by  the  Secretary  in  investigating  conditions  and 
administering  to  need  were  nearly  three  hundred  more  than 
the  year  before,  1416  instead  of  1149.  The  value  of  the  re¬ 
lief  work  estimated  in  dollars  and  cents  has  been  $166.18 
greater,  $1976.57  instead  of  $1810.39.  But  the  character  of 
the  work  as  a  whole  is  such  as  no  money  or  statistics  can 
measure  or  suggest.  A  large  proportion  of  the  work  has 
been  given  to  a  thorough  study  of  individual  cases  and  to  an 
endeavor  to  solve  particular  problems.  Some  cases  which 
have  not  required  a  dollar  of  expenditure  from  our  treasury 
have  taken  hours  and  even  days  of  the  Secretary’s  time. 

When  a  hungry  man  comes  to  her  door  and  is  invited  into 
the  kitchen  and  given  a  “square  meal’’  the  housekeeper 
feels  a  sense  of  pious  satisfaction  as  if  she  had  done  a  Christ- 
like  deed.  In  like  manner  to  supply  the  evident  need  of  a 
family  in  sickness,  of  a  victim  of  accident,  or  of  a  neglected 
child  is  a  work  which  happily  illustrates  the  Savior’s  state¬ 
ment  that  “it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.”  A 
definite  piece  of  work  taken  up  and  finished  can  be  contem¬ 
plated  in  silence  or  spoken  of  to  one’s  friends  with  some 
measure  of  self-gratulation.  Here  and  there  in  the  past  year’s 
work  of  this  Mission  such  incidents  stand  out  luminously. 
One  of  them,  already  referred  to,  was  the  raising  of  the  nec¬ 
essary  fund  to  place  in  the  Nevins  Home  its  first  resident. 
Other  things  of  a  similar  character  have  been  the  introducing 
to  various  hospitals,  certain  patients  who  needed  special 
treatment,  the  securing  for  an  idiotic  child  admission  to  the 
School  for  Feeble-minded,  the  obtaining  from  Probate  Court 
guardianship  over  orphans,  or  the  bringing  before  the  local 
court  neglected  or  abandoned  children  that  they  might  be 
given  legally  into  custody  of  some  agency  which  could  pro¬ 
tect  them. 

Few  such  pieces  of  work,  however,  can  be  begun  and  fin¬ 
ished  in  a  day,  or  a  week.  Some  of  them  take  years.  Two 
years  ago  this  present  month  the  attention  of  the  Secretary, 
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who  is  also  the  local  agent  of  the  Massachusetts  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  was  called  to  the  con-- 
dition  of  three  little  boys  whose  father  had  deserted  them, 
and  whose  mother  was  not  properly  controlling  or  support¬ 
ing  them.  It  required  almost  a  year  and  a  half,  until  Feb¬ 
ruary  of  this  year,  for  the  co-operative  efforts  of  the  agent, 
the  neighbors,  the  truant  officer  and  the  police  to  bring  be¬ 
fore  the  court  convincing  evidence  which  would  warrant  the 
removal  of  such  young  children  from  the  custody  of  their 
mother.  The  satisfaction  of  work  well  finished  was  enriched 
by  the  memory  of  the  tiresome  efforts  by  which  the  end  had 
been  attained. 

For  years  a  lonely  old  man  had  been  a  cause  of  painful 
sympathy  to  those  who  pitied  him  and  of  equally  painful  an¬ 
noyance  to  those  who  had  no  patience  with  him.  He  was 
too  old  to  work  at  his  trade,  too  unreasonable  to  find  employ¬ 
ment  suited  to  his  strength,  too  excitable  to  be  directed  by 
the  kindest  suggestions  of  those  who  desired  to  help  him. 
At  various  times  our  secretary  had  spent  hours  in  conference 
with  the  man,  or  with  his  exasperated  relatives  or  acquaint¬ 
ances.  and  considerable  of  our  money  had  disappeared 
through  the  sieve  of  his  persistent  wants  before  the  day  ar¬ 
rived  when  he  could  be  brought  under  expert  examination, 
declared  insane,  and  committed  to  the  proper  hospital.  As 
in  many  other  cases,  where  aged  people  are  left  childless,  it 
was  the  part  of  this  Mission  to  take  the  filial  responsibility, 
and  decide  that  the  man  must  be  restrained  for  his  own  good 
and  the  safety  of  the  community.  His  senile  dementia  was 
already  expressing  itself  in  threats  of  violence  upon  people 
who  displeased  him. 

During  the  year  fifty-two  cases  have  been  considered  by 
our  Secretary  where  the  interests  of  chilaren  were  especially 
involved.  Ninety  individual  little  ones  were  included  in 
these  fifty-two  cases.  Fifteen  of  these  children  had  to  be 
removed  from  the  custody  of  unfit  parents.  In  other  in¬ 
stances,  where  the  neglect  was  not  conspicuously  cruel,  the

conduct  of  the  parent  remains  under  observation,  and  their 
retention  of  the  custody  of  their  children  is  conditional. 

Today  the  web  is  on  the  loom.  The  weaving  runs  slowly. 
The  finished  product  will  not  soon  appear.  Our  records 
show  that  nearly  seven  thousand  cases  have  been  dealt  with 
in  twenty  years.  Old  people  have  died;  children  have  grown 
up  and  married.  Do  our  records  tell  anything  of  results? 
Is  there  anything  to  show  that  it  is  worth  while  to  keep  the 
machinery  in  motion  ?  Results  like  the  following  are  our 
answer.  A  young  girl  nearly  twenty  years  ago  was  taken 
from  her  intemperate,  quarrelsome  parents  and  placed  in 
new  surroundings.  Recently  word  has  come  to  our  office 
that  she  has  grown  to  a  secure  and  beautiful  womanhood, 
and  gratefully  acknowledges  the  provision  made  here  for  her 
happy  development.  Three  boys  had  a  neglectful  and  in¬ 
temperate  father.  Their  care  and  training  devolved  upon 
their  mother.  She  had  somewhat  of  our  assistance  and  a 
large  contribution  of  our  advice.  The  father  has  ended  the 
weary  struggle  with  his  appetite  by  departing  this  life.  The 
mother  lives  restfully  with  her  sons,  now  grown  to  manhood, 
not  one  of  them  lazy,  and  each  one  of  them  a  total  abstainer 
from  intoxicants. 

But  even  if  we  could  not  point  to  such  results  of  long  con¬ 
tinued  effort  we  would  be  willing  to  base  our  right  to  sur¬ 
vive  on  our  work  from  day  to  day.  We  maintain  an  office  to 
which  may  be  referred  any  case  of  want  b}^  any  person  in 
the  certainty  that  it  will  receive  prompt  and  thorough  inves¬ 
tigation;  that  need  which  is  apparent  will  be  at  once  sup¬ 
plied;  that  need  which  is  not  suspected  at  first  will  be 
searched  out;  and  that  efficient  remedy  will  be  given  where  - 
ever  the  persons  in  want  are  willing  to  meet  sympathy  with 
frank  confidence  and  well-meant  effort  with  appreciative  co¬ 
operation.  Whoever  reports  at  this  office  an  instance  of  cru¬ 
elty  or  neglect  to  a  little  child  knows  that  it  is  at  once 
looked  into  carefully.  Twice  during  the  past  summer  our 
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Missionary  won  back  to  infants  which  they  had  abandoned 
the  tempted  mothers  whose  hearts  had  hardened  towards 
their  offspring.  On  the  average  he  has  examined  one  case 
of  a  child’s  need  every  week  during  the  year,  fifty-two  in 
all.  He  does  not  complain  of  the  cases  having  come  too  fre¬ 
quently. 

If  inquiry  is  made  as  to  what  in  our  city  is  needed  to  add 
efficiency  to  our  already  successful  charities  we  would  sug¬ 
gest  that  it  is  time  to  organize  anew  some  form  of  district 
nursing;  that  the  proposed  enlargement  of  the  Children’s 
Home  ought  to  be  supplemented  by  an  agency  for  supervis¬ 
ing  the  boarding  out  of  infants  who  can  not  legally  be  housed 
in  an  institution  and  of  the  older  children  who  for  various 
reasons  cannot  properly  be  received  into  one;  that  the  efforts 
of  the  Board  of  Health  to  mitigate  the  terrors  of  consumption 
might  be  greatly  reinforced  by  the  organizing  of  some  co¬ 
operating  committee;  and  that  the  judge  of  our  local  court 
would  be  able  to  carry  out  the  wise  provisions  of  the  new  law 
concerning  juvenile  delinquents  if  he  were  given  an  appro¬ 
priate  room  in  which  to  hear  their  cases  privately. 

It  is  not  the  prompting  of  mere  custom,  but  the  suggestion 
of  heartfelt  sincerity,  that  causes  us  to  close  this  report  with 
genuine  thanks  to  all  vho  have  given  money  or  material  for 
the  use  of  the  Mission,  and  to  the  clergymen,  the  lawyers, 
the  physicians,  the  city  officials,  and  the  citizens  who  have 
united  their  efforts  with  those  of  our  Secretary  to  help  the 
seemingly  helpless  to  become  helpers  of  themselves.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

—  OF  THE  — 

LAWRENCE  CITY  MISSION. 


Article  I. — Name. 

The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  the  “Lawrence 
City  Mission.” 

Article  II. — Location. 

This  association  shall  be  established  and  located  at  Law¬ 
rence,  in  the  County  of  Essex,  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

Article  III. — Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  this  association  is  the  management  and 
direction  of  such  of  the  public  charities  of  the  city  of  Law¬ 
rence  as  may  be  intrusted  to  it,  together  with  a  general  phil¬ 
anthropic  and  moral  work. 


BY-LAWS. 


PTrst — Meetings. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Lawrence  City  Mission  shall 
be  held  at  such  time  and  place  in  the  month  of  October,  each 
year,  as  the  City  Missionary  shall  appoint;  and  notice  thereof 
shall  be  sent  by  mail  at  least  three  days  before. 

Second — Special  Meetings. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  City 
Missionary,  notice  thereof  being  given  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  regular  meetings. 
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Third — Officers. 


The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secre¬ 
tary,  Treasurer  and  Auditor.  The  City  Missionary  shall  be 
ex-officio  Secretary. 

Paourth — Duties  of  Officers. 

The  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  such  as  usually  per¬ 
tain  to  their  positions,  and  such  as  the  society  may  impose 
upon  them. 

PTfth — Term  of  Office. 

The  officers  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

Sixth — Members. 

New  members  may  be  admitted  by  vote  at  any  regular 
or  special  meeting.  Membership  may  be  terminated  by  vote 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

Seventh — Aete  rations. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  corporation  regularly  called,  notice  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  alterations  being  given  in  the  call  for  said  meeting.
